DEAD MEAT INDUSTRY. | 


The great German retreat, long hoped 
for, has begun, but whether it will assume 
the magnitude expected in some quarters 
cannot be foreseen. Probably it is only 
the first stage. From Lens to Armentiéres 
'in a direct line is about seventeen miles, 

but the line eVacuated, owing to its

i miles. 
Ing is an extension oí the movement re- 
ported by Sir Douglas Haig to be taking 
place on both sides of the La Bassée Canal. 
The Allied forces are now drawing near 
to Lille, and the movement now develop- 
ing in Belgium must soon react on the 
enemy centres in the northern portion of 
the western front. 

The retreat is of the greatest importance, 
for it shows that Germany is beginning 
to lack” men, and finds it necessary to 
shorten her front in order to save some 
reserves for the struggle which she must 
continue to keep going. La Bassée has 
been in German hands: since the autumn 
of 1914, and has defied all efforts at 
capture on the part of the British and#the 
French.

HOSPITAL. 


APPEAL FOR £7,000. 


A NINETY YEARS’ RECORD. 


The annuai meeting of the Coombe Lying-in 


Room of the Mansion House. 

, The Lord Chancellor of Ireland, who pre- 
sided, said that the oceasion was a special one 
in the fortunes of that institution, and that 


was the reason why he proposed to depart from 
the usual practice, and give a short outline of 
the history of the institution, which was a long 
and honourable one. lt practicelly had its, 
origin in the fact that in 1825 some four citizens 
of Dublin, who were at that time the owners 
of a proprietary medical school, took over the 
old building, which they started as the Coombe 
Hospital. It was started as a hospital for 
genera! purposes, and not for any special pur- 

se. At that time the Coombe was one, ot 
the most thriving parts of the city, owmg to 
the fact that it was the scene of the poplin 
and the tanning industries; but im 1825 those 
industries had gradually decayed, with the re- 
sult that that glistrict became suddenly trans- 
formed from one of active industry to ona of 
the poorest in their city. The hospital began 
io meet such a manifest need in the locality 
that urgent demands were made upon it, which 
it was unequal to meet owing to its want oí 
equipment, and in 1828 a new committee took 
it over from the four gentlemen, remodelled it, 
and brought it up-to-date, and im that year it 
was opened as a maternity hospital. It carried 
on its operations as a maternity hospital with 
great success, but always, owing to the in- 
creasing demands made upon it, was in need 
of further development. In 1856 Dr. South's 
Commission of Inquiry into the Dublin hospitals 
in general reported on the Coombe that it shad

£600 a year—was strikingly small when they 
recollected the vast number and the wealth of 
the commercial undertakings in their city. The 
professional classes had some excuse, because 
they could not strike, and they got no war 
bonus, and had no opportunity of indulging in 
what was sometimes attributed to others— 
namely, profiteering. They were entitled to ap- 
Pé to the commercial classes and business 
iouses, many of whose names were absent from 
their annual report. They owed a debs in that 
matter to their fellow-citizens, more especially 
in these days, when there was so much poverty 
prevalent. In 1856 583 intern patients were 
treated; last year the number was 1,036. In 
1856 there were 700 extern patients: last yea: 
1,400. But over and above those figures, last 
no less than 10,000 poor women were 
treated at the dispensaries, which gave them 
an idea of the magnificent work of the institn- 
That help was given at the most critical 
Tite. amd, therefore; they 
would realise the duty ihat was cast upon them. 
Fhey got £475 a year from the Corporation, 
and £51 last year from the Hospital Sunday 
Fund; but what he specially noted with gratifi- 
cation was that the patients themselves con 
£468—an evidence that they were 
grateful for the care bestowed upon them. The 
institution was also deserving for the reason 
that it helped to train young practitioners. He

SIR CHARLES CAMERON. 

Sir Charles Cameron, m moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts, said that for nearly 
forty years he was one of the guardians of the 
hospital, and had had ample opportunity of be- 
coming acquainted with its work and manage- 
ment, and there was none in the United King- 
dom more economically or better managed. 
The researches in gynwecology and obstetrics in 
Dublin during the past century had Jargely con- 
tributed to the reputation which the Irish medi- 
cal school as a whole had won and maintained 
and now, thanks to the progress in those 
studies, fatal cases were vagy rare in child-birth, 
So great was the poor po ion in Dublin, in- 
cluding more than 100, unskilled labourers 
and their families, that he did not know what 
those poor people would do without hospitals. 
Those hospitals were of the greatest importance 
to the community in general, because if dis- 
ease were treated in the wretched homes of the 
poor peop contagion might invade the 
mansions of te rich, while sickness meant 

auperism and an increase in the 

ospitals of al! kinds should have i ara 
charge upon the charitable funds of Duclin. He 
hoped the deficit would be wiped out.

THE TUNNEL EPISODE. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
with the British Army in France, writing on 
Thursday, says:—I¢ is now possible to gather 
from soldiers who took part in it some fuller 
details of the exploits of the 46th North Midland 
Division, which, by its wonderful victory of Sun- 
day last, inserted the tactical key that un- 
locked the door for our entry into the main 
Hindenburg system in ite most formidable part. 
Whe front of attack was about three thousand 

ards, and embraced Lehaucouri, Bellenglise, 

agny-la-Fosse, and the strongly fortified xnoll 
of Talana Hill. Our ap. he line was 
about two thousand yards from St. Quentin 
Canal, and the arrangements for getting across 
the waterway show remarkable foresight an“ 
ingenuity. All the‘lifebelis from the leave boat 
had been temporarily requisitioned, and, under 
the leadership of a certain V.C. Brigadier, who 
bas already established a great reputation ior 
sporting enterprises, a full-dress rehearsal was 
held the day before in the waters of the Somme. 
At zero on Sunday the division advanced rapidly 
under cover of a splendidly effective barrage, 
and, although a good deal of mopping up had 
to be done en route, they reached the western 
bank of the canal well up to the anticipated 
time. A large number of men, marching light, 
but looking very bloated in their lifebelts, at 
once dived and swam across. Others, armed 
with leadlines, swung these over the waters, so 
that those who had already crossed could haul 
over the stout lifelines, and make these taut 
fast, to enable non-swimmers to get across hand 
| over hand, By ten o'clock the whole attacking 
| forces were on the eastern bank, and the men, 
| keeping their cork jackets, prepared to attack. 
| On either side of the ravine towards Lehau- 
court was a considerable concentration of guns, 
and it was evident that these must be tackled 
if the attack was to progress. Admirably sup- 
ported by their own artillery, the gallant Sher- 
| woods, Leicesiers, and Staffords, worked alonz 
| the batteries and rushed them. . Many of the 
j teams holted.

| a stand, were either bayoneted or shot. 

In a remarkably short time a great number

in the centre, an English division stormed 
Ramicourt and Wiancourt, taking several 
hundred prisoners, while the 2nd Australian 
Division broke through the Fonsomme-Beau- 
revoir line weak and south-west of Beaurevoir. 

Pressing forward, the troops of these two 
divisions, accompanied by tanks, reached the 
western outskirts of the village of Montbrehain, 
and secured the high ground south and south- 
west of Beaurevoir. 

Meanwhile, on the left of the attack, English 
and Irish battalions forced the passages of the 
Scheldt Canal at Gouy and Le Catelet, cap- 
turing both villages and the high ground to the 
east of them. 

in this locality the enemy counter-attacked 
strongly during the afternoon, and heavy fight- 
ing still continues. 

A large number of prisoners have been ctap- 
tured by us in the course of these successful 
operations. 

On the remainder of the St. Quentin-Cambral 
battle-front only patrol encounters are reported, 
in which we secured prisoners.

Central 
Alliance, there are certain military results 
which are sufficiently obvious. Direct communi- 
cation by land between the Central Powers 
end Turkey is severed, and the Southern fron- 
tiers of Austria and Rumania lie open to in- 
vasion. The danger to the Central Powers is 
greatiy increased by the intense hostility of 
subjept nationalities of Austria-Hungary, and 
especially the Jugo-Slavs, and also by the possi- 
bility of Rumania again intervening in the 
war. i 
_In order to avoid these dangers, and to keep 
Turkey in the war, the Central Powers will have 
to establish a new front on the Danube and to 
reinforce Turkey. The only troops available for 
these purposes are about thirty-three German 
and thirteen Austrian divisions in Russia, but 
their diversion to the Balkans would mean the 
abandonment of all Germany’s aims secured & 
the Brest-Litovsk Treaty. Germany’s control, 
however, over the Black Sea allows her to rein- 
force Constantinople very quietly; while she has

The following reply was forwarded to Lord

Foreign Office, October 3rd. 

My Dear Lorp Bryce,—Mr. Balfour has been 
much concerned at the view taken by Boghos 
Nubar Pasha in his letter to him, to which you 
refer, regarding the communiqué reporting the 
events ai Baku, and gsks me reply in his 
name. 

The Baku Armenians were not only an iso- 
lated remnant, but, no doubt, their task was 
made im ible from the outset by the dis- 
organisation which prevailed and had thrown 


leading to the gates of the city. Whatever 
may have happened at Baku, the responsibility 
cannot be laid at the door of the Armenian 
police. 

The National Delegation commissioned by 
His Holiness the Katholikos in 1913 to obtain 
from the civilised world that justice to Armenia 
which has been delayed with such terribie con- 
sequences, have given many proofs, under the 
distinguished presidency of His Excellency 
Boghos Nubar Pasha, of their devotion to the 
cause of the Allies as being the cause 
of all peoples striving to free the world 
from oppression. The Council at Erivan threw 
itself into the breach which the Russian break- 
down left open in Asia, and, after organising 
resistance to the Turks m the Caucasus 
from February to June this year, 
was at length compelled by main 
to suspend hostilities. Great 
her Allies understand the cruel necessity which 


and look forward to the time, perhaps not far 
distant, when the Allied victories may reverse 
their undeserved n.isfortunes. 

Meanwhile, the services of the Armenians to 
the common cause to which you refer in your 
letter have assuredly not been forgotten, and 
I venture to mention one point which the 
Armenians may, I think, regard as a charter 
of their right to liberation at the hands. of the 


1—In the autumn of 1914 the Turks sent 
Emissaries to the National Congress of the 
Ottoman Armenians, then sitting at Brzerum, 
and made them offers of autonomy if they 
would actively assist Turkey in the war. The 
Armenians replied that they would do their 
duty individually as Ottoman subjects, but that 
as a nation they could not work for the cause 
of Turkey and her Allies. 

2—On account in part of this courageous re- 
fusal the Ottoman Armenians were systemati- 
cally, murdered by the Turkish Government in 
1915. Two-thirds of the population were ex- 
terminated by most cold-blooded and fiendish 
‘methods—more than 700,000 men, women, and 
children. . 

3—From the beginning of the war that half 
of the Armenian nation which was under the 
sovertignty of Russia organised volunteer 
forces, and under their heroic leader, Andranix, 
bore the brunt of some of the heaviest fighting 
in the Caucasus. 

4—After the breakdown of the Russian Army 
at the end of last year these Armenian forces 
took over the Caucasian front, and for five
